Claims 2,7,(3,5,6,8,9)/(2,7) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which

In claim 2, the limitation "the reversible pump being " is a method step and therefore 

improper in an apparatus claim. The claim must set forth - - control means for actuating the 
pump after a predefined time delay after the engine has been stopped-

In claim 7, the limitation "the system configured so that... cycle" is vague. Again, the 
claim must set forth a - -control means- - (or the like) and further define one cycle as transferring 
lubricant to and from the sump. See also claim 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 2,7,(3,5,6,8,9)7(2,7) would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
